Their popularity comes sud­ 
denly and recedes almost in a single day. The 
farne thfit is born in an hour passes away in 
im instaut. 
Thus 
it has been with half a ' 
dozen since this year’s snow began to fly, and 
thus it will undoubtedly be with half a dozen 
more before the heat of stimmer is with us 
again on its rounds. 
Ruch things have come 
ho often to the great city that they excite but . 
little comm<» iit. 
They are the every day oc­ 
currences that we of the metropolis have 
learned to expect. 
Instances multii)ly so fast 
that we have hardly time to gain our breath 
l)otween them, but now and then there flashes 
from tho lot an example so striking that we 
cannot pass it by without a thought. 
As we 
write these linos, we two watchci’S of the 
city’s life, we are minded of a case peculiarly 
in point, 
THE CASE OF FAY TEMPIiETON. 
For years she had been trying to get into 
the me'ti-opolis. 
Since she was a wee bit of a 
child she had been banistorming around the 
countrj’ as the star of cheap eniertainmenth 
of which her father was manager. 
Theatri­ 
cal tiamps thej' were of the olden kind. 
They played everytlung from "Eoinco and J u­ 
liet" to ■■ Pinafore," mid played them with the 
same company at that. 
Old .lohu Templeton 
in a cloak lined with red, queer black tights, 
Rud slippers made of green carpet, in the 
charactiir of Ro meo , nnist have been a sight 
worth seeing. 
There is not a one-night town 
in the T'nited States in which the companj' 
never appe-ared. 
No wonder the growing 
daughter longed for the comforis and enjoy­ 
ments of a city homo. 
Finally, after a long 
period of endeavor, she 
secured a New 
York engagemement under the management 
of Edward liico, and appeared in the }irincipal 
characiir of his burlesque called “ Evangel­ 
ine," 
She made a gi-eat success and fora 
few we<?ks seemed contented enough. 
The 
dndes followed her up and down the town 
and hung around the back door of the theatre 
W a tc h in g her coming and going with rever­ 
ential eyes. 
Baskets of flowers, gushing let­ 
ters and valuable presents all addressed to 
Fay 'Pempleton flowed in an increasing tor­ 
rent through the back door of the theatre in 
which she was employed. 
One young man 
about town, the son of a rich broker who re­ 
cently died, 
was 
most assiduous of 
all 
in 
his court. 
His 
wealth 
has 
turned 
the heads of many of the pretty girls of the 
stage, and the glitier of his jeweled presentfi 
has dazzled the eyes of many a foolish young 
girl 
He along with all the rest bowed down 
before the shrine of this beautiful and talented 
girl from the west. 
Suddenly she grew dis­ 
contented W ith her lot, and insisted upon re­ 
tiring from the company of which she had 
been an ornament. 
The manager did all he 
co\ild to restrain her but she insisted upon go­ 
ing, and go she did. 
The company runs on 
just the same. 
The wheels of tho big city 
revolve just as surely. 
But Fay Templeton 
is as much forgotten as though she had never 
been here. 
Two months ago she would have 
been pointed out as she w alked up Broadway 
by every other foot passenger she met. Now 
she strolls along unnoticed save as one of the 
pretty girls who frequent the city thorough­ 
fare. 
THEY SAY SHE IS TO EE ^lARItTEP 
to the rich voung dude as soon as her Chicago 
di vorce is granted. 
Wall street is busy in these snowy wintry 
days, 1;hough the spirited rush of traffic in 
B lock s and bonds has fallen away to some ex­ 
tent from the point it reached two or three 
monthfi ago, when all the great operators 
seemed 
to 
think 
new life had 
been 
infused into the 
field 
of 
speculation. 
The jiublic withdrawal 
of 
J ay 
Gould 
from the field has caused the market to settle 
down into a humdrum sort of life, which 
although not exactly stagnant, is still consid­ 
erably rumoved from that fierce liveliness in 
■which tho brokers best love to exist. 
Gould 
is away cruising in southern waters upon his 
magnificent yacht Ahilanta, and his son re- 
m.nins here to look after the parental interests. 
It is s f i d that Gould will speciilate no more. 
He has grown tired of that kind of thing and 
will devote himself hereafter to the manage­ 
ment of the various schemes in which he is a 
heavy owner. 
There is no likelihood there­ 
fore that he will ever again be “ squeezed” by 
any of the men with whom he has had deal­ 
ings in. the past. 
A large part of Wall street 
has always been interested in Gould’s doings, 
and for a number of years there was a fre­ 
quently demonstrated habit of getting up 
J 
)ools intended to crush him. 
Such men as 
fim Keene, Addison Carmack and Woerri- 
phoefer put up a great many jobs for the 
destruction of Gould, who was, however, in- 
rariably too smart for them, and always came 
out on top in the end. 
In only one big deal 
is he known to have been squeezed to an 
extent which made it necesssary for him to 
apj^eal to an outsider for help. 
That was in 
tho first one put up by J im Keene to destroy 
Gould. 
The* pool of men who were interested 
in this aft'air caught Gould napping, and when 
the market closed one night he was in 
a pretty bad condition. 
They sent for him to 
come up to the Windsor hotel where they had 
assembled, and they told him*<hey would let 
him up provided he would clear out of the 
street and never come back. 
They gave him 
half a hour in which to consider the projiosi- 
tion. 
He went meeklj’ away, but came back 
again within the time mentioned and quietly 
told them he would meet all obligations in the 
morning. !Much to their surpris j he did so. 
He had borrowed Kussell Sage’s cheek for 
$ (,>.000,000, and that old gentlemen, who is 
one of the characters of Wall street, probably 
remains to this day the only man to whom 
Gould has ever appealed for aid. 
SAGE IS A OITIilOUS rE« SONAOE. 
He has barrels of money, is blunt and usually 
called cold blooded, though a man who lends 
$ (5,000,000 at a crack can hardly be looked 
upon as altogether without feeling. 
Sage is 
thin and strong featured and his habits are 
frugal. 
His luncheon usually consists of a 
sandwich and an apple or two, and his home 
is plainly furnished and without ostentation. 
He and Gould have stuck together through 
thick and thin, and though both ai-e cordially 
hated they have steadily trium})hed over their 
enemies whenever controversy arose. 
A year 
ago Sage lost a couple of millions in his 
various deals, but he has since made it all 
back again with somelliing to spare. 
In his 
business affairs he is as hard as iron, but his 
clerks and all the people who work for him 
say he is considemte and kind to a degree. 
Russell Sage like many men we know is a 
singular compound of conflicting traits. 
At 
a bargain he will grind his opponent down to 
th<> last penny, while with those to whom he 
is attached he is biagularly fatherly and gen­ 
tle. 
Henry Dixey, the cleverest of comedians, 
who is now running on his second five hundi cd 
nightf. of “ Adonis,” is a familiar Broadv^ay 
figure, clad in fur trimmed coat and followed 
wherever he goes by a huge good natured dog 
of the St. Bernard species. 
The animal 
wouldn’t hurt the smallest thing that lives, 
but he is so big that men turn out of Ahe wav 
when the}' see him coming, and ladie 
e 
B wid» 5 circle to avoid him. 
As dog ana 
ib- 
ter pass aown the street pretty giris whisper; 
“ There goes Dixey with his dog. 
Isn't he 
handsome’’—meaning of coui'se the comedian 
and not his shaggy follower. 
The dog goes 
by the name of Pi-ince, and has been very 
well trained to do a number of highly intelli­ 
gent things. 
When 
PIXEY GOES TJ P TO A BAK 
for pr-rposes of refreshment, Prince stands 
op ‘/beside 
him, 
putting 
his 
great 
forepaws upon 
the 
rail 
and viewing 
the proceedings with ^he utmost 
interest. 
When Dixey s8fs, “ Come up, Prince,” the 
dog raises himself upon his hind le ^ and 
places his fore feet upon Dixey’s shoulders, 
rubbing his head against his master’s cheek. 
The other afternoon a most pmusing scene 
' occurred. 
Down Broadway Dixey met one 
of the most widely known of New York 
swells. He is named Berry AVal). 
The two 
Kentlemen stopped and shook hands while 
Princ« sat on the sidwalk near by and looked 
•t them calmly. 
At parting Dixey said to his 
MKupiiziion, “ good-bje, old fellow, and don’t 


forget to come up.” The big St. Bernard, 
healing what he took to be his master’s com­ 
mand, instantlj’ raised himself and throw his 
fore feet against the shoulders of Dixey’s 
well chessed friend. 
That estimable young 
man, in the full l)elief that he was about to be 
torn limb from limb by the animal, let out 
one yell of despair, half toppled » ver back­ 
ward, and started on a wild run down the 
street, leaving his hat behind him. 
The dog, 
imaginingthat a fine lark was in progress, 
went frisking and bounding after him until 
Dixey, as soon as he could choke off his own 
laughter, succeeded in calling the animal | 
back.

ASTOK’S NEW’ BOOK. 
The new book which our late minister to ! 
Konn' has in press is not expected by the pub- 
j 
lishers to make a very startling hit. In point 
of fact, before they agreed to take the con­ 
tract they made Mr. W. H. Astor, the author, 
put down hard cash to a sufficient extent to 
cover alj their possible expenses and give 
them a slight margin of profit. 
The literary 
quality of the work is not excedingly high, 
although parts of the book have been very 
much helped by the services of a professional 
writer who went through ]\Ir. Astor’s copy and 
edited it. 
Mr. Astor is a pleasant soii, of man 
with no veiy great attainments. 
His barrel, 
however, is fully up to the Astor standing, 
and he has contributed from its contents with 
great liberality to the campaign funds of his 
party. 
When he ran for congress in this city 
he spent a vast amount of money not only 
upon hi» own canvass but in seeking to shape 
general results. 
When he was being taken 
around and introduced to the voters it was 
his habit to enter a barroom, invite all hands 
up to have a drink, and then to toss the bar­ 
keeper a $ 20 gold piece, telling that grinning 
personage he might keep the change. 
Mr. 
Astor was defeated mainly because he was be­ 
lieved to Ik) too aristocratic toproperlj" repre­ 
sent the district in which he was numing. 
He was subsequently rewarded for his ex­ 
penditures by being sent to Rome as United 
States minister. 
He has a most beautiful 
and accomplished wife, who is said to have 
aided him very materially in the composition 
of his novel. 
The 
Astors live in solid 
splendor over on the avenue, and their in­ 
frequent receptions are among the most ele­ 
gant and exclusive social 
affairs of the 
metropolis. 
GILBERT * SULLIVAN 
are at work upon their new opera which will 
be produced in New York under !Mr. Stetson’s 
management next September, a year before it 
is seen in London. 
The author and com­ 
poser are coming over to superintend its 
bringing out. 
Their share of the receipts of 
the “ Mikado” thus far has exceeded $ 100,- 
000.

T he T rouble a t S oa ttlc, W. T., U roa ks Out 
A n ew —H undreds of C olestla U O rdered to 
IjCKve. 


P o rt l and , Ore., Feb. S.—The Chinese 
trouble has broken out again, and yesterday 
all the Chinamen at Seattle, W. T., were 
gathered up by a crowd of whites and marched 
to the steamer Queen of the Pacific, with 
orders to leave for San Francisco. 
Only 100 
of them, however, could raise sufficient 
money to pay their passage, and they were 
put on V)oard. The rest were huddled together 
on the wharf in a heavy rain. 
No violence of 
any kind toward the Chinese was atiemptod, 
although there is danger of trouble, and ap­ 
peals have been made to the national govern­ 
ment for troops, the loc*al police force not 
evincing ajiy disposition to protect the friend­ 
less Chinamen. 
Sheritf Mciiraw was soon on the scene and 
commanded the mob to disperse, but they 
paid no attention to him. When ho would 
collect a few citizens and attempt to interfere 
the crowd would cease operations at that 
point, but cany it on without cessation in 
other quarters. 
This continued for seveml houi*s. 
Sheriff 
McGraw, J udge Green and Mayor Vester 
made such efforts as they could in behalf of 
IjHW, but without avail. 
The governor issued a proclamation to the 
people, ordering them to keep quiet, but no 
attention was paid to it, and anarchy seems 
likely to ensue. 
The steamer should have sailed at I p . m., 
but was detained in tho hope that some ar­ 
rangements would be made for the passage of 
the remaining Chinamen who were huddled 
on the dock unable to return to their homes 
and perfectly willing to go out. 
About 5 p. 
m. the militih marched down to Chinatown 
and took possession. 
It was thoroughlj' de­ 
serted except by a few merchants who had 
been allowed to remain temporarily. 
At. G p. m. a Writ of habeas corpus was is­ 
sued, charging that the Chinamen were ille- 
gallj' restrained of their liberty on board tho 
steamer. 
The writ was made returnable at 
10 o’clock this evening. 
In the meantime the steamer was enjoined 
from sailing. 
The trooj)s at Fort Townsend and Vancou­ 
ver are ready to move, and only awaiting or­ 
ders from Washington. 
Much suiprise is ex­ 
pressed that the moYernent was arranged so 
(piietly. 
The city is full of strangers, and it 
is hard to tell whence they came. 
It is be­ 
lieved by many that the plans were made in 
Tacoma as many prominent agitators from 
that place, as well a s reporters of both Tacoma 
papei-s, arrived here yesterday. 
May« )r Weis- 
bach, of Tacoma, is also here, and it is freely 
asserted that ho is engineering the movement. 
The I’eport that the Knights of Labor headed 
the mob to expel the Chinese seems to have 
no foundation. 
While members of that or­ 
ganization were in tho mob, ther^i is no evi­ 
dence whatever that the Knights as an organ­ 
ization were connected with the measure. 
Further trouble with the rioters is antici­ 
pated, as both sides seem determined (o have 
their way, regardless of all opposition.

PiTTSBrRG, Feb. 8.—A serious affray took 
place this morning at Henry Clay coke works 
of Frick A- Co., near Bradford. 
About l^iOO 
strikers from Leinsening marched this morn­ 
ing to Henry Clay works where a few men 
were at work. 
When the strikers appeared 
on the hill above tho ovens they began firing 
on the workmen. 
They kept up the firing 
for some little time, but nobody was hurt. 
As they came nearer and their aim was 
better, several men were slightly injured. One 
of the men who \vas beaten by the strikers 
for refusing to quit work a day or two ago, 
returned tho fire. 
He shot several times and 
hit one of the men, who fell and was carried 
off by his companions. 
It is not known how 
badly he was injured. This returning of their 
fire infuriated the stiikers, who set upon Wm. 
Soisson, foreman of tho men, and gavo him a 
severe beating. 
The man was left lying 
on the_ ground, unable to walk or defend 
himself from strong kicks which tho rioters 
gave him iis they passed to and fro. 
The 
stiikers then made an attack on the Tipple- 
house drove,“put the men itTTcharge out of it 
and upset the oflice stove, which caused the 
building to be set on fire. Employes of the 
company made a plucky attempt to save the 
Tipple-house but were driven away by the 
strikers who surro. uded the Tipple-house and 
guarded it until it was consumed. 
They 
allowed the company's employes to attempt 
to save the boilers after tho tipple was des­ 
troyed. 
The strikers did not attempt to burn 
anything else, but after remaining at the 
works a short time went to the Sterling works, 
where they did some little damage and in­ 
jured a couple of men. 
A couple of deputy 
sheriff's were at the Henry C!ay ovens, but 
were powerless to do more than identify some 
of the leaders. 
At Sterling Sheriff’ Stewart 
met 
the 
strikers. 
He 
had 
about 
a dozen 
deputies with him. 
He made 
a si>eech to the strikers, and they seemed dis­ 
posed to heed him at first, but when he coun­ 
selled them to avoid violence they hooted him 
and became violent. 
The mob then left for 
Scottdale, where they are to meet 500 strik­ 
ers and hold a mass meeting this afternoon. 
Wyatt, the coke charger who shot at tho strik­ 
ers, is said to have been slightly wounded by 
a pistol shot and badly beaten. 
The striker who was shot is an Italian 
named Sazzi. 
He is believed to be fatally 
wounded. 
About twenty-five men were in 
the 
slope 
when it 
was 
fired 
and a 
number of them wero 
badly 
scorched 
in 
getting out. 
Several 
cars 
standing 
on the ]3altimore A' Ohio riiilroad under the 
Tipple, were partly burned. 
Tho trouble in 
these regions is believed to be just commenc­ 
ing. The strikers propose to force all workmen 
out, and if they resist loss of life and destruc­ 
tion of property are anticipated. 
The mass 
meeting at Scottdale to-day was largely at­ 
tended. Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon over 
$ .‘i,0 0 0 has been donated to tho strikers by 
the merchants of Scottdale. 
A Hiot by Sta rviiiii M echa nics. 
L o ndo n , Feb. 8.—The starving mechanics 
of Loudon to-day held a mass meeting in 
Trafalgar square around Nelson's monument 
and it resulled in a riot. 
The proceedings 
opened with an assemblfige of 10,000 men. 
Police wero present in large numbers. 
Thej* 
at once saw that the socialistic element of 
London grea tly predominated in the crowd, 
which was also managed by well known so­ 
cialists, and extraordinary vigilance was ex­ 
ercised in order to j)reserve jieace at all 
hazards. 
Conspicuous among the leaders of the mul­ 
titude was Mr. Burns, who ran as a Socialist 
candidate in Nottingham in the recent election. 
He sneered at the police and acted gem*rally 
as if ho wished to bring about a conflict be­ 
tween them and the people. He finally as­ 
cended the pedestal of the Nelson column 
for the pm’i)0S0 of delivering a harangue. 
Ho 
was 
well 
aware 
that 
this 
act 
would not be tolerated, and the police politely 
ordered him to got down. 
This he refused to 
do, appealing to the crowd to resist interfer­ 
ence with the exercise of popular rights. 
The 
officers, however, were determined, and they 
pushed their way through the excited and 
resisting nuiss of humanity and by force re­ 
moved Burns from th© pedestal. By this timo 
the crowd had vastly augmented and the 
streets 
adjacent 
were 
})acked 
with 
surging mobs. 
Tho stir in tho elevated spot 
where tho Bums incident took place was eas­ 
ily perceptible over almost the entire area 
covered by the concourse and the sight of 
helmets and uniforms in the struggle was ac­ 
cepted 
as 
a 
visible 
proof 
of 
the 
commencement 
of 
tho 
fight 
against law and intelligence and was responded 
to with a general fearful howl and attempted 
rush from all directions to the point of inter­ 
est. 
Burns had now been removed some dis­ 
tance from tho position he had attempted to 
occupy. 
He became emboldened by the cries 
of the 
throng 
and 
made a desperate 
effort to recover lost ground. 
He 
was 
so effectively helped by the mob that 
the officers on the spot were 
brushed 
out of the way, and tho orator was soon 
pressed up against the monument. He quick­ 
ly reascended the pedestal, accompanied by a 
number of other socialist leaders. 
Burns 
bore the flag and waved it to tho assemblage 
as the signal of triumj)h over the authorities. 
He was greeted with deafening cheers, re- 
jioated again and again. 
Burns now leisurely 
finished the address, and then read a fiercely 
worded resolution. 
This denounced 
“ the 
authors of the present distress in England; 
demanded that parliament stiut public works 
to give enu>loymont and bread to tens of 
thousands of deserving men out of work.” 
The resolutions demanded the immediate ap­ 
pointment of a minister of commerce and 
minister of agriculture, and concluded with 
the resolve that copies be forwarded (o Glad­ 
stone, Salisbury, Parnell and the board of pub­ 
lic works. 
The reading of the resolutions was 
accomi)anied by fierce comment and short ex­ 
planatory speeches by various orators who 
stood with Burns. 
Some of theeo orators 
went so far as to warn goveiaiment that 
although the starving mechanics of London 
are now attempting to draw attention to their 
needs by quiet, peaceful agitation they were 
bound to get bread and would get it by at­ 
tacking baker shops next if the government 
did not come to their relief. 
Burns himself 
in one of these side speeches denounced 
the present house of commons as a body of 
landlords and capitalists, for whom hanging 
was too good. 
He also declared that the peo­ 
ple were assembled to summon parliament to 
immediateh* relieve the distress of the Ihitish 
workingmen, and the people wanted the ques­ 
tion settled at once and peacefully, if possible; 
otherwise a revolution is inevitable. 
This so

THE NEW TARIFF BILL

School G ra dua tes of P a terson, N. .J ., AVant

New Y o rk , Feb. 8.—Paterson is agitated 
by a strike—not an ordinary vulgar strike, 
where the object sought to be obtained is an 
increase of material wealth; not a strike in 
which poor, oppressed toilers demand that 
their hours of labor shall bo lowered; not a 
strike in which a majority of persons com- 
bino to demand the dismissal of their fellow 
workers. 
Oh, no; the Patersonians have de­ 
veloped quite a good deal of original ideas, 
and they have just applied one of them 
to the strike principle with a result that is 
certainly novel. 
The strikers aro not horny- 
handed sons of toil, but high school gradu­ 
ates, and the row proceeds from a feeling of 
dissatisfaction with tho arrangements for the 
annual 
commencement exercises, 
which 
take place next week. 
The committee of 
teachers decided to 
give each graduate 
six reserve seat tickets and ten ordinary tick­ 
ets. 
This did not suit the young men and 
women. 
They wanted more liberel treatment 
and they were determined to have it, and ]>ro- 
tests were made on all sides. 
A meeting was 
held recently to elicit the feeling and discuss 
the situation. 
Speeches wore made declaring 
that a great crisis had como and it was neces­ 
sary that they should stand together, demand 
justice, to falter or surrender would be utter 
disgrace. 
Before they decided on open war 
a committee consisting of two male and two 
female graduates were sent to ascertain wheth­ 
er tho other side would surrender. 
At the 
board of education rooms. Commissioners 
Warren and J acob White were found sitting 
calmly talking, and apparently unaware of 
the terrible danger with which they had come 
to face. 
” We want more tickets.” was the ultima­ 
tum presented by the warlike giaduates in a 
voice of majestic dignity.

This was list­ 
ened to with caim contempt of the opponents 
who know tliat it is sure victory, and tho vis­ 
itors thfni deliberately threw down their win­ 
ning cards.

Ch icag o , Feb. 8,—At a meeting to-day of 
the trade and labor assembly arrangements 
wero made to hold a series of meeting for the 
the purpose of counteracting and opposing 
the socialistic influence on the eight-hour 
question. 
The bo3'cotting committee made a 
report of all they had done in relation to the 
strike of the nailers, heaters and rollers em­ 
ployed by the Calumet Iron and Steel compa­ 
ny,* The correspondence between the com­ 
pany and committee was read, and the state­ 
ment made that all attempt at compromise had 
provetl futile. 
The strikers refused to accept 
anything except the scale of wages on which 
they had worked for fifteen years up to last 
J uue and against a reduction of which they 
struck.

The duke and the prince 
met for the first time a few evenings ago at a 
dramatic entertainment. 
This marriage is 
very significant in tho royal house of France. 
It 
has long 
been accustomed to 
seek 
alliances 
within 
its 
own 
circle, 
but in view of its present isolated condition 
and future contingencies it has adopted a new 
policy. By the recent 
maiTiage of Princess 
Marie D’Orleans to Prince Waldemar, of Den­ 
mark, the Orleans family have formed a con­ 
nection with all the ^oat reigning families of 
Europe. 
Considering 
the 
position the 
brother of Princess Amelie will occupy in 
Spain, and the fact that tho Duke of Bra- 
ganza’s mother is a sister of King Humbert 
of Italy, the present alliance brings the courts 
of Spain, Portgual and Italy into closer rela­ 
tions with the house of Orleans. 
This mar­ 
riage will form a link even between the Or- 
leanists and Bonapartists,as the Duke ofBra- 
gauza’s mother, Queen Maria IMa and Prince 
Victor Napoleon’s mother. Princess Clotilde

sisters. 
His royal highness, 
Piince 
Charles, of Braganza, is 22 years of age, tall 
and lithe, of blonde complexion with large 
blue eyes and pleasing countenance.

wears a feeble mustache and incipient side

He

described 
as 
highly 
cultivated, bright and witty in conversation. 
He is very popular in Portugal where he min­ 
gles freely with the people.

Some of his oquarelles and paint­ 
ings have received 
high praise. 
He is 
a veritable Nimrod in the chase, and l)oasts 
of being the best shot in Portugal. 
One day 
to show his father his skill iu marksmanship, 
he threw a stone in the air and shattered it at

His royal 
highness is 
a 
general 
in 
tho 
army, 
and 
an 
expert horseman. 
He speaks French with 
facility and eloquence. 
He has not been iu 
Paris since the exposition in 18G7, when he 
was but four years old, and is naturally 
delighted with the French capital, which he 
is visiting in detail. 
After his stay in 
I’aris 
he 
will go to Italy, where he 
will be the guest of his I'ncle Humbert, after 
which he will visit Austria, Russia and (îer- 
many. 
A few days ago he called on I’resident 
Grevy, who in turn called on his rojal high­ 
ness at the Hotel Bristol. 
His royal highness 
also paid a flying visit to his uncle by mar­ 
riage, Plon Plon. 
Prince Nikolo, who is traveling under the 
name of Count Gurcowich, occupies a mag­ 
nificent suite of rooms at the Hotel Continen­ 
tal lookitig on the Rue de Rivoli, 
The Mon­ 
tenegrin }>rince is no stranger in Paris as he

On leaving he was 
accompanied to the station by Prince Dolgo- 
rouki, governor of Moscow, and the aides-de- 
camp of the czar. 
At the station he mounted 
a platform and made u stump speech in 
French. 
In connection with Prince Nikolo’svisit, the 
Paris journals recall a curious instance of na­ 
tional forgetfulness or 
ingratitude. 
The 
prince of Montenegro’s daughter is married to 
Prince Peter Karageorgowitch, son of 
the 
former reigning prince of servia. 
Prince 
Karageorgowitch is a graduate of Cyr and 
during 
the 
Franco-German 
war 
he 
entered the French army and fought as a pri­ 
vate in the ranks. 
His two nephews, aged 8 
and 10 years, were shot dead at his feet, one 
pierced by a bullet through the forehead and 
the other through the heart.

of the war and porformed deeds of daring. 
On one occasion, after ho had attained the

C A P T A IN C R A W F Ô R d'^~DËATH. 


L ieutena nt M aus T ells tlie Story of th e M ur­ 
der by M exica n Troops. 
N e w Y o r k , Feb. 8,—The official report of 
Lieutenant Maus in regard to the killing of 
Captain Crawford by Mexican soldiers, is 
published here. 
The first part of the report 
is devoted to an account of the chase of the 
Indians which does not differ from the stories 
already published. 
Tho report then contin­ 
ues: " Sunday night J an. 9 , we went into 
camp about 100 yards above the Indian camp 
in some line of rocks. At daylight next morn­ 
ing the camp was alarmed 
by lond cries 
of some of the 
scouts, followed quickly 
by a shower of 
bullets into our camp. 
Shipp and Mr. Horn ran forward to stop it, 
as it was supposed to be an attack by Cap­ 
tain Davis’s scouts through mistake. 
It was 
soon seen, however, that the attacking j>arty 
was a large force of Mexican soldiers, from 
Chihuahua, numbering as I afterward ascer­ 
tained from them. 154. They wore no uni­ 
form. 
I thought they were national troops. 
Although we l>egan waving handkerchiefs and 
calling out in Spanish who we were they con­ 
tinued a sharp fire for about fifteen minutes. 
It then seemed that we had made them under­ 
stand 
that 
we 
were 
American soldiers 
and 
friends. 
The 
Apaches 
then 
approached and 
Captain 
Crawford and 
I went out about five yards from oiir position 
in the open and talked with them. 
They did 
not stop moving. 
I told them in Spanish 
that we were American soldiers and called at­ 
tention to our dress and said wo would not 
fire. 
But all the time they moved toward a 
I hill a short distance away, a little higher than 


I our position, with some scattering oak wood. 
! Captain Crawford then ordered me to go hick 


I to insure no more firing, 
I started back when 
a volley was 
fired. 
Of course we sought 
shelter. I am sure they knew who we were 
perfectly at this time. Lieutenant Shipp and 


Mr. Horn alf;o shouted at another point, t i l l ­ 
ing who we were; that all was right. 
Mr. 
Horn speaks Spanish well. 
When I turned 
again I saw the captain lying on the rock« 
with a wound in tho head and some of his 
brains were upon the rocks. 
This occurred 
in two minutes. 
He was seen to be waving a 
handkerchief when shot. 
Horn was also 
w'oimded on the left arm slightly. 
It is re­ 
markable no others were shot. 
1’here can be 
no mistake. 
These men knew they wero fir­ 
ing at Amerii’an soldiers.

The ever troublesome subject of the Chi- 
noi?e has come to ^ e surface again. 
This 
time there has been so far no bloodshed, al- 
th» )ugh the prospect foi- trouble of that nature 
is verj- good. 
The people of the Pacific 
coast have evidently determined that John 
must go, and there will be continued disturb­ 
ance and violence until that end is accom­ 
plished. 
When the troubles at Seattle were 
Beltlerl last fall it was generally supposed the 
impoi-tation of Celestials in violation of the 
law would go on without any further hin­ 
drance, but a row broke out yesterday which, 
while not so sanguinary as the last one, will 
probably prove more effective in the end. 
The movement was organized so quietly that 
the crash was a surprise when it came, not 
. only to the Chiix ese themselves, but to the 
American authorities. 
Everj-thing had ap­ 
parently settled down and it was thought the 
calestials would not be molested again. Most 
of the Chijiese were quietly marched to the 
steamer Queen of the Pacific and ordered on 
lx )ard. 
As they did not h» ve money to pay 
their passage, however, the vessel owners 
refused to transport them, and only after 
soma trouble was suificient money raised to 
cany about 100 of them, the remainder hav­ 
ing to stay 
behind 
on the dock in a 
drenching 
rain. 
The 
committee 
who 
viKited the 
Chinese and 
in\-ited 
them 
to move was headed by the chief of police of 
ftfattle, and no effort was made by the police 
force to stop the evictions. 
The sheriff of 
the county attempted to stop the proceeding, 
btjt the people engaged in the work paid no 
attention to him, and the work went on. The 
protests of the county officers continued for 
several hours, but as the pohce of the town 
would not interfere the Chinese were finally 
all ousted. 
The governor then issued a pro­ 
clamation which was read to the crowd, which 
re.'eivedit with a howl of defiance. 
The 
nex t stej) taken by the oificials was to get a 
writ of hal>eas cori)U8 for the unwilling emi­ 
grants on board the steamer, and a writ to 
prevent the recsel sailing. 
Dispatches were 
also sent to the president, secretary of war 
and General G ib b on , commanding the de- 
pa ilment of the Columbia, for aid, and thus 
th« matter stands.

SYLVIA T l ^ CEN JEN AR IAN .

All this past week and during the week 
previous an old negro woman has been tramp- 
ing up and down one end of this county and 
Over in Huntertlon county. 
The womnn is 
Sylvia Dubels, the negress. 
That she is 117 
years of age admits of scarcely any doubt. 
Once a year, and for some strange reason 
nearly always in cold weather, she leaves her 
queer little cabin on the top of Sourland 
mountain and visits the people in the valley 
on each side. Her visit is usually anticipated, 
and her wants are generally satisfied. 
Sylvia was a fighter a century a g :> and has 
been so for five-score years since. 
Born on 
the mountain where she now lives, as the 
slave of a man named Dubois, she was taken 
when quite a child to Great Bend, Pa., and 
bound over to a man and his wife there. 
Great Bend w’as a sort of tra<?ing station 
then, where people came to be ferried over 
from Pennsylvania to New York. Sylvia says 
she was very powerful and athletic and was 
often ordered to row parties across the Sus- 
queh.anna. 
Her capacity for fighting and 
drinking brandy must have been marvelous, 
if her stories are at all trustworthy. 
She says 
she “ knocked out” half a dozen white men in 
a regular prize ring before she was 20. 
She 
soon became the terror of the neighborhood. 
One of her favorite- stories is to tlie effect 
that one night a muscular looking stranger 
arrived at the tavern kept by her master. 
This stranger did a good deal o f talking about 
his pugilimtic abilities and his record as a 
fighter. 
He cowed all the habitues of the 
bar room, and no one would fight him. 
Syl- 
ria came in to steal a drink of brandy on the 
sly—brandy of a quality which she says is 
not made ‘ now% 
She overheard the stranger 
bi-agging about his prowess, and at once 
challenged him. Ho laughed at her, but some 
of the men in the room, w'ho had tested the 
colored girl's fists, encouraged her. She rolled 
up her sleeves and shook her fist in the 
Ktrangor’s face. 
He thought it a good joke. 
Then she tapped him with more or less vigor 
on the nose. 
This angered him and he put 
himself in a pugilistic attitude. 
Some one 
told him he had better take off' his coat, but 
he said it wasn’t necessary, as he could “ kill 
the nigger in a minute.” When he said this 
Sj-lvia told him to come on and hui*ry up. He 
responded with a blow on the chin that s tag- 
gered her. 
This roused her blood. 
She says 
it was a good fight for a few minutes, and 
then she began '‘pounding the life out of 
him,” and in five minutes laid him groaning 
and bleeding on the lloor. 
It was Sj’lvias use of her fists that finally 
caused her to leave Great Bend and return to 
New Jersey. 
She liked her master but de­ 
tested her mistress. 
The mis ress was al- 
wa3's scolding her and using a whip over her 
shoulders. 
She submitted for awhile and 
then grew rebellious. 
One day the mistress 
rebuked her for some trivial matter and » ushed 
at her with the whip. 
Sylvia waited until she 
was close at hand and then struck her mis­ 
tress a terrible blow in the face. 
It knocked 
her against a door, from which she fell to the 
floor unconscious. 
Sylvia did not wait for 
more. 
She knew her life was in danger 
when the people around heard of it. 
So she 
rushed upstairs where her little babe lay, for 
like many of the slaves of that day, Sylvia w'as 
immoral and utterly oblivious of the duty 
of chastity, 
and grabbing the child in 
her arms ru? hed out of the house and made 
for the woods. 
Her story of the tramp from 
there back to Sourland Mountain is not only 
pathetic, but as she tells it, is as ex citing as 
any border narrative in the average dime 
novel. 
She encountered beais and wild cats, 
and ex perienced all the panj?s of hunger. 
But she finally got back and was free. * No 
one claimed her for a slave, and she unques­ 
tionably was one of the first free negroes in 
New Jersey, and one of the longest to remain 
such. 
In a few months she establinhed her 
supremacy here, as she had done in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
She indulged in a number »>f fights, 
in none of which, as she ex presses it, “ was I 
licked, or anywhere near licked.”

They agreed to contribute monthly to a fund 
which Mayor Shakespeare inaugurated and 
which has* ever since ^ e n call “ the gamblers’ 
fund.” There was no law to compel the con­ 
tributions, no apparent basis of assessment, 
no authorized provision for collecting the 
the money and no pro\ision as to 
what 
should be done with it after it was collected. 
Hence the present controversy. 
The fact 
that the fund was regarded as illegal in itself 
has prevented the city authorities from enact­ 
ing any law's concerning it. 
Yet the assess­ 
ments are collected with the same regularity 
and much less trouble than the city tax es. In 
Mayor Shakespear s term there were over 
eighty gambling houses on the list in the 
hands of the chief of police.

which are made by police officers 
specially detailed for the puri)ose at first 
reached S2 2 ,5 0 0 a year, and the now aggre­

Those who ex pected a “ blast” 
from the pulpit were, however, greatly disap­ 
pointed, for not a word was uttered during 
the’sermon that could be consb-uod as hiiving 
even a faint allusion to the petition. 
I^ist night the usual church services were 
held and the pastor jireached in his usual 
vigorous manner, but said nothing about re­ 
signing on account of ill health and an over- 
I tax ed brain. 
At the close of the services, 
however, he called a meeting for the purpose 
of discussing matters of importance. 
At* the 
proper time ho observed that rumors of a pe­ 
tition asking for his resignation had reached 
him. 
His face wore a thoughtful, slightly 
sad look and there was great rejoicing in the 
camp of the enemy.

“ A petition asking the pastor to resign 
was shown me and I signed it. 
I was not at 
the church last night but understand they had 
some little talk after the 
regular church 
service had been held.

formed that a i^etition calling for his resigna­ 
tion was out, and he, in tarn, in # i’med the 
congiegation that he proposed to stiiy.” 
Rev. H. C. Scotford holds the fort at pres­ 
ent, but it is difficult to state just how long his 
war spirit will hold out. 
Mr, I’helps could 
not, or, rather, would not, state what caused 
the ill-feeling to spring up in the church, but 
intimated that the pastor did not give satis- 
ftiction as a minister.

suburbs. It is astonishing how many strangers 
there are in the city who want to buy before 
spring 
opens. 
The 
season 
of 
rapid 
turns 
in real 
estate 
begins with 
the 
first touch of 
spring. 
For instance, 
a 
twenty-five foot lot inside the old city w'hich 
had not changed in‘value all winter, sold Sat­ 
urday for .$250 and this morning it was sold 
by Saturday’s purchaser for $9 00. 
The 
$9 00 purchaser will doubtless sell nex t 
month for .$1,000 or $ 1,100. 
Kx perience 
has taught 
Kansas City buyers that the 
main increase of the year takes place in the 
spring. Aside from the speculators w'ho are ar­ 
riving with every eastern train, there are 
many people who are coming here to buy and 
liuild homes. The immense 
demand for 
building 
material 
which 
is 
already 
being 
felt 
is 
an 
indication 
of 
the 
probable gro^ih the city will make in the 
spring. 
It is ex pected that the lino which 
bounds the limit of the closely built city will 
ex tend south and east about half a mile dur- 
ing the nex t four months. 
Tracts of land 
which now comprise a wilderness of vacant 
lots will be covered with residences by mid­ 
summer. 
The annual 
growth of Kansas 
City in buildings is as distinctly traceable by 
its ex panded building limit as the annual 
growth of the tree in its circles. 
Every year 
adds a wider circle of new homes and 
forces the outside suburb line further from 
the business center. 
In other words, Kansas 
City is growing with wonderful regularity and 
rapidity. 
The cit}' must grow rapidly to keep 
pace with the infiuences which are at work on 
its development. 
The coming spring will 
bring with it new railroads,both from the east 
and w'est, with 
increased 
trading facil­ 
ities, new manufactures, new business and 
new cai)ital. 
There is a movement on foot 
which may lead to the establishing of an iron 
industiy in the Belt lino 
valley 
which 
involves the building of ex tensive roiling 
mills and iron works, 
(’’apital is also inter­ 
esting itself in the development of the hide 
business which should properly accompany 
our packing house interests. 
Kansas City 
must f^ow several years j-et even at its pres­ 
ent rate before It can catch up with the sur­ 
rounding country and the inlluencas which 
are at work on its development. 
There is 
only one danger which threatens and that is 
fictitious development. 
The real estate spec­ 
ulating mania threatens to inflate the prices 
of

its rapid growth. If prices go too high jwople

gone into business here will be driven away. 
Prices have not gone beyond the danger line 
yet, but if the speculators are not succeeded 
by the builders soon, they will.

The St, Paul road has 
augurateci a war that will spread until it re­ 
sults in the complete demomlization of rates 
between all points covered by the general 
managers’ agi’eement. 
In fact, it can scarce­ 
ly result otherwise, and already the strain 
upon the agreement is so great that it is lia­ 
ble to fly to pieces at any time. 
As hereto­ 
fore stated in The St.\14 the cause of the 
trouble can be traced directly to the refusal of 
the general managers, at their recent meet­ 
ing, to include the northwest business in the 
iVIissouri river agreement. 
The St. Paul road 
has a strong clutch u[)on this business of the 
northwest, but it has competitors in the Rock 
Island, Coimcil Bluftj? and Wal>ash lines. 
At one time an agreement covering the north­ 
western business was in ex istence, but for the 
past year nothing Init a verbal pledge has 
stood in the way of a general cut. 
The Rock 
Island company announced its willingness to 
enter into an agreement with the St. Paul 
road to keep rates firm, but the latter, for 
reasons that maj* not be clear to outsiders, de­ 
cided it wanted the business included in the 
general managers’ agreement, and threatened 
to do precisely what it has done if its de­ 
mands were not duly recognized. 
The Rock 
Island company refused to listen to a demand 
which was palpably bolstered ap by a threat 
and as a result the St. Paul road withdrew 
from the agreement. 
Then followed a cut on 
rates between Chicago and St. Paul and Chi­ 
cago and Council Bluft’s. 
This was para­ 
mount to a declaration of war along the entire 
system of western roads, because with a cut 
on Council Bluffs and Omaha, the western 
business which was heretofore passed through 
Kansas City would be virtually killed. 
Of 
course the St. Paul road telegraphed to east­ 
ern lines that rates to Denver and other 
western points could be made much lower via 
Omaha and Council Bluifs than via Kansas 
Citj* and, of course, the route included in the 
reduction was the one that at once became 
popular. 
The Alton road, realizing tlie dan- 
g3r that threatened it, at once appealed for a 
right to protect itself and the arbitrator issued 
an order authorizing all lines to make the rate 
via Kansas City the same as it is via Omaha 
and Council Bluffs. 
Their order was issued 
yesterday, and the Kansas City lines have 
already inet the St, Paul cut. 
'J'he matter 
will not end here, however, and it is highly 
probable that the trouble w'ill grow worse and 
worse until a general rate war is inaugurated. 
In fact, a local passenger agent to-day stated 
to a Stak reporter that “ the geneml manag­ 
ers’ agreement is as good as dead.” 
A cut in rates from Omaha to Chicago has 
not yet been announced, but it is looked upon 
as inevitable. 
The St. Paul road inaugurated 
a war for a well defined purpose, audit is suf­ 
ficiently powerful to carry on the trouble for 
an indefinite period. 
As soon as the cut is 
made from Omaha east the west will be flood­ 
ed with Denver tickets as it was a few years 
ago with Wabash tickets, and the lines out of 
Kansas City will have to meet the reduction. 
It is conceded 
that 
all 
the 
roads in 
the general managers’agreement are combined 
against the St. Paul, but that cuts but little 
figure in the matter, as the latter road can 
wage a destructive war in spite of the other 
lines. 
In other words the Council Bluffs, 
Wabash, Rock Island, Alton and Burlington 
will be compelled to meet the cut in order to 
protect themselves. 
When this step is taken 
the agreement will fall to pieces aud eveiy 
competing road will stand ready to knife rates 
to suit the traveling public. 
Local passenger agents look upon the war 
as a verv serious affair, aud are inclined to 
believe that it will not end until passengers 
are carried over the roads almost for nothing, 
unless the St. Paul company’s demands are 
met. 
The Rock Island company is firm in its 
refusal to consider the demand and will not 
recede from its position unless forced to do 
so by influences outside of the St. Paul line. 
As soon as the cut is made between Omaha 
and Chicago a reduction will be made between 
this city and Chicago. 
A desperate fight to control the trade of 
Southern Kansas will probably take place in 
the neiir future between Kansas City and 
Chi('ago. 
The Rock Island road is about to 
build an ex tension from Atchison into South­ 
ern Kansas, and the business controlled by it 
may possibly be carried around this city. The 
Burlington company is now surveying^ a line 
from Lex ington, Mo., to Fort Scott, Kas., to . 
secure a grasp on the Southern Kansas bus- : iloi-se. general 
iness. 
The road will ex tend from Lex ington i association 
to Holden, thence to Butler, and from Butler 
to Fort Scott.

The tme cause of the resignation of Hon. 
W. B. Fleming as juvlge of the district of New 
^Mexico is just coming to liglit. 
A young 
lawj'er, member of the legislature, told Mr. 
J ohn Cain, Louisville’s circuit court clerk, 
that he had a mind to a]>ply for the place. 
Mr. Cain looked 
at 
him 
and 
inquired: 
“ Simonds. do you want to go to a coun­ 
try whpro you can get nothing good to 
eat, where snakes and tarantulas abound, 
whore you have to travel over boundless 
prairies a distance of hundreds of miles from 
place to place to hold court, and run the risk 
of cai)fcure by the Indians, a country where 
the jaggar, the man-eater, hunts human vic­ 
tims, and where the salary of the district 
judge is miserable, the expenses execrable, 
and at the end of a year S‘2 ,5 0 0 in debt? ” 
“ No,” said Simonds. 
“ If that's the kind of a 
plaice it IS I don’t want it.” 
Mr. Cain did not 
exaggerate the picture ver>' much. 
In a talk with J udge Fleming he confinned 
substantially Mr. Cain’s brief but forcible 
statement. 
The first thing that struck him 
v.’as the appeai'anco of Santa Fe. the oldest 
town in America, but, notwithstanding its age 
—two centuries and a half—possessing only 
a population of about 2 ,5 0 0 . 
This is made 
up mainly of greasei» . 
The pack animals 
and general drudges are little jacks and jen­ 
nets. 
It is a common thing to see a greaser 
drive into town with five or six of these little 
animals loaded with w'ood, and after selling 
the supply for a few dollars spend the money 
among the low dives of the place. 
There is 
no air of thrift about Santa Fe, and while 
there are some very excellent people there, as 
well as in other parts of New Mexico, the 
population ip such that progi'ess in that ter­ 
ritory must necessarily be extremely slow. 
A curious system is that of Now Mexico, 
where the federal judge is also the territorial 
judge. The territorial business imposed upon 
the judge under the law under which the ter­ 
ritory was organized has grown to such pro­ 
portions that if the judge gives his time to it 
he can attend to no other business for the 
government. 
J udge Fleming qualified in Santa Fe and 
w'ent to Silver City to hold court. 
Ho went 
to court at 9 in the morning, after eating an 
un]>alatable breakfast at the only hotel; dis­ 
missed his jur}' at 12 o’clock, ate a hurried 
dinner, all the victuals being canned goods; 
retui-ned to court at 1 o’clock; sat till supper 
time; ate a supper no better than the dinner, 
and heard chancery cases at night and pre­ 
pared his opinions and this continued for 
thirty days. 
The board at this hotel was SiJ 
a day. 
The cost of traveling tho great dis­ 
tances over which the judge must pass to at­ 
tend his court is so exorbitant that no judge 
could live in New Mexico and do his duty 
upon the salary allowed him by tho govern­ 
ment.

We have needed some­ 
thing whose food value is, in addition to a 
mild stimulation, something pui-e and nutri­ 
tious, giving strength that stays, and we have 
got it.

*' Yes, by the hunclred, but it isn’t so much 
the work men do, as the neglect of repair.

midst of the Comanches, Poncas, and Wa- 
coes, which tribes roamed at will over the 
beautiful prairies of this romantic region. 
After two years of arduous work in the 
wilds of central Texas, and after completing 
his task to the sati.sfaction of his employers, 
Erath mide his way back to Houston and re­ 
ceived nearly 
1 0 ,0 0 0 iu gold for the ser­ 
vice rendered. 
Not long after, a stately ship from Nice ar­ 
rived off the bar at Galveston, bearing on 
board the colony for which the survey had 
been made. 
These people were principally 
Germans, the greater number being Aus- 
triaus. 
Young Erath piloted them to Cam­ 
eron. and to his experience, gained by his two 
years of toil, the new comers were indebted 
for much of the success afterward achieved. 
Belonging to one of the families of the colony 
was a fair-haired, blue-e\’ed girl from a ro­ 
mantico dell nestled cozily at the foot of the 
Tyrolean Alps, 
Our young surveyor was 
captured very promptly and eff.îctua*lly, and 
now the silken chains which then bo securely 
liound him are gmdually slipping gracefully 
from his onco strong heart, and the fair Aus- 
trienne has been for several years quietly 
sleeping in a beautiful spot on the banks of 
Bosipie, six miles west from W^aco. 
The colony was securely planted, and,after 
month’s basking in the smiles of tho blue­ 
eyed stranger, Erath was sent to a distant 
part of the province, still in his character of 
surveyor. 
He had been away some months 
when word was brought to the etïect that the 
Austrian colonists were sailly l)eleaguetl by 
the Indians and had been fighling daily for 
over a month to defend their own lives and 
those of the helpless ones committed to their 
care. 
In an hour after the dreadful news 
had reached him Erath and his entire party 
were mounted and in hot march to relieve the 
distressed colony. 
In good time tliey 
ar­ 
rived in the vicinity of the settlement, and 
upon every hand were to be seen evidences of 
the presence of a large number of Indians. 
After lookin" well to their arms and having 
rested and refreshed their hoi ses, the little 
party of sixteen men cautiously approache« ! 
in the rear of the beleaguering savages. 
The 
bright sunlight of fair April morning gilded 
the flowers glittering on everj- hand. 
The 
southern song birds were noisily chanting 
their gayest peans to the god of tlay. 
The 
scene suggested nothing of the deadly work 
which was to occur ere tho l>rave rescuers 
could carry relief to the distressed colonists. 
Cautiously was the approach made, and, 
after deploying from a thicket of elms which 
had concealed their ajiproach, 
Erath's party 
discovered what appjared to bo an immense 
host of naked, screeching devils determined­ 
ly attacking tho feeble barricades of the set­ 
tlements, 
At long intervals in the line of 
defense could be seen a sintde ritleinan slowly 
discharging his piece, but at every crack of 
the gun one of the red devils bit the dust. 
A single glance was all that was necessai-y 
to determine the brave Erath to rescue his 
friends, but more especially to save the fair 
blue eyed stranger girl from a fate worse than 
death. 
“ Vorwärts!” yelled the leader, and every 
horse of tho sixteen and his brave rider was 
amid the foe. 
It was sharp work. 
At close 
range the arrows and the lance did fearful 
execution. 
But Ihe bold rangers went on. 
EAery now and then one of tho small number 
would drop from his horse and be scalped 
before the half uttered prayer was br< athed. 
Earth v.'as soon covered with blood from a 
dozen spear-head and arrow wounds. 
After repeated charges and repulses, and 
after three hours of such fighting as one 
onh" sees on the frontier, tho little ]>arty of 
rescuers, no reduced to six, made their way 
into the barricade to witness a sight of awfull 
and solemn insignifisanco. 
Of the sixty men 
he had left there a few months before but 
eleven renxainetl. 
The remainder had been 
killed in this most heroic defense, one which 
only had its counteryart at Thormopylai, and 
which was a fitting precursor of that wonder­ 
ful struggle which years after occurred at the 
Alamo. 
This detennined rescue had broken the 
spirit of the Indians, aud with yells of rage 
and disappointment, they slowly left tho place 
to its heroic defenders. 
Erath was helped from his horse, fainting 
and almost unconscious. 
But he • was re­ 
ceived into the arms of the fair young Aus­ 
trie nrio, and it w'as not long until he was able 
to tell his burden ot love and receive the 
sweetest confession which ever fell from mor­ 
tal lips. 
The colony held its ground, and many of 
the descendants of the defenders still live in 
the neighborhood, and they are reckoned as 
among the best men and pure women of 
Texas to-day. 
In a short time Erath was married, and 
upon the completion of the ceremony it was 
discovered that our now veuerable and aged 
friend was a scion of a noble Austrian family, 
one very near in blood to the throne. 
His 
father was the eldest son of the Archduke 
Chiirles, the knightliest gentleman and the 
bravest soldier Austria ever produced. 
He has never left Texas. 
His name is 
known and revered from one end of the state 
to the other, and it is booked for immortality 
because one of tho fairest counties of Texas 
bears it. 
To-day the old gentleman was in to see 
me, and in reply to the question, “ Why did 
you expatriate yourself? ” he replied: 
“ Well, you see as a young man I read a 
good deal, traveled some, and I very soon im­ 
bibed the feeling that one man was as good as 
another by birth, and so I <}uietly came away, 
telling only my sainted mother where I was 
going and why. 
“ It don't matter much now, ” continued the 
brave old frontiersman; “ my own race is 
nearly run, and my father and mother quietly 
sleep among their dead kindrod in the fair 
Austrian capital on the Danube. 
“ le an not tell j'ou how tenderly my heart 
returns in my blinded old age to the bright 
home and 
faces of my early boyhood, 
I 
seem to recall that picture more vidiclly than 
any other. 
No, no. 
Stop, stop. 
Ah! yes, 
it is the fair young bride from the fatherland 
that 
I 
w’on 
down 
there 
on 
Little 
river. 
Yes, indeed, that is the brightest, ten- 
derest memory of them all to me. It is to her 
loving kin(biess, to her loyal aflection, to her 
steadiness of character that I owe the fact 
that I have been able to do some service of 
value to my adopted country. 
When I die, 
when the last dread moment comes, I will^ 
think only of my bright grandmother, my 
blue-eyed wife, and the Texas of my early 
manhood.” 
Of all the great men who have gilded the 
historj' of Texas since the first settlement no 
man has left a brighter page than that which 
records the career of the man who is now 
only three removes from the Austrian throne, 
and who was in his day as w’orthy to mount it 
as the most illustrious Hapsburge of them 
all. 
When Major George B. Erath dies, 
Xex- 
as will build a monument to his memory of 
the purest marble, but it can never be of 
sufficient capacity to bare the merest tracing 
of more thiin one act of nobleness in every 
ten thousand that he has performed.

A friend of Tom Scott, the noted president 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, told me last 
night how Scott’s choosing of railroading as 
a profession hung on the clipping of a penny.

H ow tho Im print of a T hum b C aused th e Con­ 
fession of a T hief—A Sing ular O ccurrence 
th at Pu/.zled a D etectiTo. 
Since tha organization of the society for 
Psychical research, in London, England, and 
similar associations in America, more atten­ 
tion is being paid than in many years to oc­ 
currences which were formerly classed as 
mere coincidences unworthy of more than 
a passing notice. 
Thoughtful people are try­ 
ing to explain upon scientific theories matters 
which but a few years ago were dismissed 
with the remark that they were “ very singu­ 
lar,” or that they were “ those things which 
no one can account for.” 
The phenomena of 
thought transference whif^h have rseulted 
from numennis carefully conducted experi­ 
ments have done more, perhaps, to arouse 
interest in matters of this, sort than any other 
known cause. 
This thought, says the St. 
Louis Rcp nhUca n, was suggested by a conver­ 
sation which occurred Tuesday in the office of 
Mr. I'homas Furlong. 
IVfr. Furlong related 
tho following inci J ent, which has at least one 
peculiar feature: 
“ It was in 1H70, I think,” said he, "that 
an event occurred whiv"*!! was one of the first 
things that mado me think that perhaps I 
w'ould make a detective, and vet, as you will 
see, I was entitled to no credit in the tran- 
sactirm, for it was a mere ‘scratch.’ 
I had 
just been appointed chief of police of Oil 
City, Pa. 
I am not quite certain about the 
year, but it was somewhere between 18(38 
and 18 70. 
There was a farm known as tho 
‘Blood farm,’ situated on the bank of Oil 
creek, about five miles above Oil City, and it 
was one of the finest and most productive 
farms in the oil coiiutiy between 1 8 64 and 
18(>8. 
It had a number of fine producing 
wells-v and was well known all over that sec- 
tioTi of the country. 
A company from Ohio 
had a lease of several of the producing w'olls 
and was drilling new' wells in 18 08 , 
A 
young man named Barnes, who lived some­ 
where near Columbus, O., where the com­ 
pany- was formed, was employed as superin­ 
tendent of the lease and had charge of all 
the men on the lease, perhaps twenty-fivo or 
thirty all told. 
At that time in the oil coun­ 
try boarding house« were scarce, owing to 
the largo number of men at work there, and 
as a natural result a great many were com­ 
pelled to ‘shanty.’ 
That is, three, four or 
five would build a shanty and sleep and do all 
their own cooking in it; keep bachelors’ hall, 
as it were. 
Barnes hiid a shanty that himself 
pnd three or four of the men had built, and 
his room-mate was a young man named 
J ones, who was born and raised in the same 
neighborhood in Ohio that Barnes was. 
He 
was also an emploj'o on the lease, and Barnes 
had a great deal of confidence in him. 
“ Barnes was gotling a good salary, and in 
fact all the men were—none getting less than 
.$4 a day. 
Wages were high, and the men 
lived cheaply and saved a good deal, 
Barnes 
had l.» ought a farm in CHiio, for which he was 
paying in semi-annual installments. 
He 
saved uj) his money and at the end of the 
six months sent it to Ohio. 
One of tho in­ 
stallments was about due; he had the nioney 
ready to send and kept it in his trunk in the 
shant}’. 
One day he went to the trunk to get 
a little money when he discovered that he had 
been robl)ed. 
The trunk was an ordinary 
cheai) atî'air and underneath tho till he had 
laid his pockotbook. 
Tho pocketbook was 
there but tho contents gone, 
“ As soon as Barnes found he had been 
robbed he immediately hitched up his horse, 
drove down to Oil City and reported the case 
to me. 
His room mate, J ones, whc had be­ 
come very much interested in the c. se, was 
with him. 
Ho had won his confidence com- 
]» letely and they were great friends. 
Barnes 
ilesciibed the room in which the tnuik was 
8Ítua'.ed,toId me who had access to the building, 
etc. 
After hearing his statement I knew very 
little more about the mattt'r than I did Ixjfore. I, 
being very busy at the time, hachi’t time to go 
tip to tho farm, so 1 asked him to drive back, 
put the trunk in his buggy and 1>ring it to me, 
as I wanted to see it. 
And here is the singu­ 
lar part of it—I didn't know what I wanted to 
see the trunk for, and had no reason for ask­ 
ing to see it. 
The idea came to me all of a 
sudden and without my giving it any thought. 
After they had gone I wondered what good it 
was going to do for me to see that trunk, and 
why 1 had told Barnes to bring it to me. 
“ He drove back, however, an*l when he re­ 
turned he had the trunk, and J ones was still 
with him. 
They brought it into my otfice, set 
it on tlie floor, and opened it. 
I stood up in 
front uf it and went to take out the tray aiid I 
saw that one of the loops was gone. 
It was 
one of those cheap trunks, and the loops or 
handles tlxat were on (he tray to lift it out by 
were ])ut on with common tacks. 
The loop 
on the right hand side was there, but the left 
hand was gone. 
I called Barnes’s attention 
to the fact and ho said both loops were on the 
last time he word to tho trunk before tne“" 
money was stolen. 
I looked at the place 
where the left lotjj) had been and saw that iu 
pulling it off the head of one of the tocks 
had come off leaving a sharji point juf^t where 
tho ball of a man’s thumb had passed. 
()n 
looking closer 1 saw the print of a thumb on 
the paper lining of the tray; that it had been 
cut by the sharp end of the tack mr.king a 
long cut clear across the ball of tho thranb. 
I also saw that there were streaks of soot or 
coal dust on the thumb point and I said to 
Bumes: 
“ ‘The man who pulled the handle off was 
evidently a tool dresser.’ 
“ You know a tool-dresser gets his hands 
like those of some blacksmiths. 
He is con­ 
stantly working with 
heavy drills, gets his 
hands hot; plunges them into cold water, and 
the skin of the inside of the fingers get 
calloused and full of deep creases. 
These 
creases fill up with soot, coal dust and dirt, 
and it is hard to get out. 
Consequently when 
tho thumb or finger is ))ressed on a clean sur­ 
face it will leave a mark that anyone can tell 
who knows anything about mechanics. 
A 
tool-dresser. therefore, was really a marked 
man. 
I looked again at the thumb-print and 
saw that there was al)Out as much soot and 
coal in it as there was blood 
As I raised my 
head, J ones had walked around the trunk, 
and I caught a glimpse of the thumb of his 
left hand; 1 saw in an instant that he had a 
cut across the left ball. 
“ ‘Yes,’ I said, ‘a tool-dresser lifted that 
tray out.’ and taking up J ones’s left hand, I 
said, ‘and here’s the scar.’ 
“ I put his thumb against tiio print and 
found that it corresponded ex;ictly. 
J ones 
wr.s as white as a. sheet and seemed as if he 
fv'as going to sink into his boots. 
“ ‘Yes, I took the money,’ ho said, and he 
went back to the farm and showed where he 
had concealed it. 
Baxnes got back every dol­ 
lar of it and refused to prosecute J ones. 
“ ‘Furlong,’ he said, ‘I’m soiTy I brought 
that matter to you. 
I’d rather Tost the money 
any day than to have found out that J ones 
stole it. 
I had the most perfect confidence in 
him, and I never had anything shake my 
faith in human nature as this has done.’
